use, But it does not even meet the want of

tages of a good library and resding-room, 
nor with any great, méasure of success fill 

the field which it occupies. It seems. to be 
in a comparatively languishing condition, 
when. there. is. every. reason for believing 
that it ‘might “be exceptionally prosper- 
ous, and this is due to nothing’ but 
bad management, The annual contention 
over the election of Directors is due to dis- 
content on the part of some of the members 
with this state of things,-but they seem. to 
be powerless to effect a remedy. “An a} 
tempt was made at the recent meeting to re- 
turn to the old plan of choosing the entire 
board of twelve Directors each year, instead 
of one-third of them for a term of, three 
years, but it ig difficult to see in what-way 
this would give promise of ‘reform. It 
would make the © electioncering more 
lively,» but. «its liveliness -in © former 
times came very near being scandalous, 
and there ‘is little reason for believing 
that it would result in the choice: of ‘better 
men or secure a more efficient management. 
The library was originally: founded ‘for’ the 
benefit of merchants’ clerks, and, according 
to its present constitution, only. these, who 
are known as ‘‘ active members,’’ can: ‘vote 
for. Directors. But others are allowed to 
share in its benefits, euch as. they. are, on 
payment of an annual subscription, and the 
subscribing members, who have no. voice in 
its management, are said'to’exceed in nui- 
ber the active members, If this is the:case, 
they pay considerably more than, half, the 
revenue, as their dnes are higher than those 
of the more favored class. 

It is possible that the difficulty in securing 
Directors who will institute a more progres- 
sive and wide-aweke policy is due to the 
method by: which they ere selected. It is 
doubtful whether the persons for whose 'spe- 
cial behoof the library was’ established: are 
most competent to exercise coxtrol over ite 
affairs.. It would be pertinent to. raise the 
inquiry - whether there is an , insupera- 
ble bar ‘to - effecting a change’ in’ this 
respect, and obtaining.a highér degree 
of intelligence and responsibility in the ulti- 
mate sourceof power. Those wlio endeay- 
ored to secure the inadequate amendment of 
the constitution in ‘regard to the election of 
Directors complained. that there had been a 
falling off in membership, and consequently 
in income, dufing the last few years. This 
is a bad indication, for such an institution in,
